Reliable Telegraphic News From 
Campaign Headquarters. 



Chicago, October 20th. 
With increased vigor th. cloning fort- 
night In the campaign wai entered upon 
it the Republican National Headquarters 
today. 

The leaden were very much encour- 
aged by telegrams from almost every sec- 
tion of the country, confirming their estl 
mates of 802 electoral votes certain for 
McKinley and Hobart, given to the pub- 
lic through yesterday's morning newspa- 

^A number of telegrams have been re- 
ceived from states that were heretofore 
regarded as somewhat doubtful, assuring 
the Committee of their electoral votes.

The reports Indicated in every instance 
great encouragement, renewed efforts and 
splendid progress. 

The reports from the Pacific slope 
•tates were especially gratifying. They 
showed that rapid gains have been made 
since the speakers sent out by the Repub 
lican National Committee invaded the 
Held. 

Reports from states South of the Ohio 
river, which have formerly given their 
votes to the Democratic National ticket, 
are equally encouraging, and assure Mc 
Kinley and Hobart the electoral votes of 
West Virginia, Kentucky and probably 
North Carolina and Tennessee, with more 
than an even chance in 

There is great activity today among 
Illinois Republicans and Sound Money 
Democrats in preparation for Illinois day 
at Canton. All Indications point to 
enormous outpouring of people from this 
state on Wednesday. One especially inter- 
esting feature la the large proportion ol 
Democrats who will be there. 

Reports received today from Western 
and Southern states indicate great dissat 
isfaction among the Populists from the 
treatment that has been accorded Thomas 
Watson In requesting bis retirement from 
the National Popocratic ticket. There is 
•evidence that the genuine Populist will 
now support McKinley and Hobart. 

Reports have also been received from 
Central and aome Southern states Indica- 
ting an increased determination on the 
part of Sound Money Democrats to secure 
the defeat of Bryan, and their column is 
steadily growing in volume and activity. 

Something of a sensation was created 
at the Republican National Headquarters 
this afternoon by the receipt of a publica- 
tion now being circulated in pamphlet 
form as from The South Omaha (Neb.) 
Daily Sun October 1st and 8d, 1896, which 
supports Bryan and Sewall, viciously at- 
tacking the individual members of Gen- 
eral Alger's party of eld soldiers. The 
Article refers to the Generals as "A car- 
load of old bummers" called Generals 
now touring the country at the expense 
of Hanna, telling the people how to vote, 
designating them as "Skunks" and 
"Those hired pups styling themselves 
Generals" who have sold every atom of

BEACHING THE 




HIQH BRIDQE TOWERS. 



Danville Advocate. 

The High Bridge "towers." on the 
Queen and Cresrent Railroad, between 
Lexington and Danville, are monuments 
to the early promoters of railroading in 
Kentucky Among the papers of the 
late Robert A. Watts, says The Louisville 
Post, is the following touching the his- 
tory of the towers: 

"In 1862 Mr. Watts was employed as 
Secretary and Treasurer of the Lexing- 
ton and Danville Railroad Company. 
The construction of this road was under- 
taken in 1851, and in its completed state 
now constitutes that division of the Cin 
cinnatl Southern Railway which connects 
Lexington with Danville. The Presfc 
dents of the Company wore successively 
John Barkley, James Barbour and Gene- 
ral Leslie Combs, the Hon James Bar- 
bour of Maysville being today the only 
survivor. During Mr. Wstts's connec- 
tion with this Company the massive 
towers new standing at the entrance to 
High Bridge, where the railroad crosses 
the Kentucky River, were erected. It 
was proposed to cross the river at this 
point on a wire suspension bridge with a 
single span of 1,200 feet, and these tow- 
ers were to be a part of the structure. 
The practicability of using such a bridge 
for railways had never at that time been 
tested, and was very much questioned. 
John A. Roebling. the distinguished en 
gineer, who afterward built the bridges 
at Cincinnati. Niagara and Brooklyn, 
had charge of the work, and had perfect 
confidence in the feasibility of his under 
taking. Financial difficulties, however, 
intervened, the Company became insol 
vent, and the road passed Into other 

The death of Mr. Barbour removes the 
last one of the Presidents ef the Com- 
pany that erected these fimous monu- 
ments.

A gold standard encourages the hoarding of money be- 
cause money is rising; it also discourages enterprise and 
paralyzes industry. — Bryan's Madison Square Garden Speech. 

The U. S. Census reports show that in 1870, before the 
passage of the act which Mr. Bryan says established the gold 
standard, the number of manufacturing establishments in the 
United States was 253,148, employing 2,053,996, paying them 
$775,584,343 annually, and turning out $4,232,225,442 worth 
of products annually. By 1880 the number of hands employed 
had increased over 700,000, the wages had increased to nearly 
a billion dollars, and the value of the product increased over a 
billion. In 1890 the number of hands employed was 4,71 2,622, 
or more than double that reported by the last census under 
free coinage; the wages $2,283,216,529, three times that in 
1870 under free coinage, and the value of the product $9,372,- 
437.283, or more than double that reported in 1870. Does this 
look as though the gold standard had "discouraged enterprise 
and paralyzed industry?" Here are the figures for 1870, 1880, 
and 1890 in tabular form. Ask Mr. Bryan or any other free sil- 
ver man how he accounts for them if the gold standard has 
"discouraged enterprise and paralyzed industry."

The total Imports of Cuban 
sugar for the first eight months of 
1890 amounted to only $9,904,180, as 
against 830,349,194 for the first eight 
months of 1895. 

The annual production of the island 
is about 1,000,000 tons, 

Cuba is now a blighted country, and 
yet, under a proper government, with 
the enforcement of the law and the 
preservation of law guaranteed; there 
la scarcely a limit to her wealth.
